But It la Bot upon Biblical, re- 
ligions nor moral gronnda that tha 
protest against legal murder of aithar 
man or woman — !s sradually gather- 
ing headway. It is upon ih^ ground 
of common sense. If hanging was a 
deterrent to murders, murders would 
cease. If hanging to a revenge of th 
state (which It la not anpposed to be), 
It Is a very poor one; Indian and In- 
(lui~itioii and Chinese bandits can 
show much hetl r ones! If hanging 
was an advantage to slate or society, 
more men would be banged!
